Somé of these countries, with popu- 
lations vastly in excess of that of the | 
United States, have equally . strong 
prejudices and prohibitions against 
the use of pork or even beef as food. 
Pork products constitute at least as |: 
important an item in the export trade 
of this country. as do spiritous liquors 
in the export’ trade. of any other 
country of which I can think. 

‘This being the case, 
United States arrogate to itself the: 
right to prohibit’ the jnclusion of li- 
quor in ‘ship’s: stores (not. cargoes), 
why should not states such as Turkey 
“prohibit: the inclusion of :pork pro- 
ducts.in the “ship’s stores” of foreign 
vessels entering ‘its ports? Such 
action would be just as lawful (7?)
